Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  imnual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 

As  you  are  aware,  there  was  during  the  year  reorganisation  within 
the  County,  and  the  Cromer  Urban  District,  together  with  Sheringham 
Urban  District  and  Erpingham  Rural  District  became,  v/ith  St,  Faiths  and 
Aylsham  Rural  District,  Area  2 within  Norfolk  County.  The  change 
in  no  way  affected  the  time  spent  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
District  Council  duties,  but  it  did  enable  one  to  take  a broader  view 
of  some  of  the  problems  in  the  Public  Health  field. 

Among  the  local  industries  are  a mushroom  farm,  and  three  snail 
factories,  one  making  television  components,  one  making  umbrellas  and 
the  third  producing  yarn, 

Cromer’s  main  industry  is  catering  for  visitors,  This  means  strict 
attention  to  food  hygiene  by  all  concerned.  It  is  recognised  that  good 
staff  for  hotels,  restaura,nts  and  shops  are  hard  to  get  and  even  ha,rder 
to  keep.  For  the  protection  of  the  public,  food  is  produced  under  strictly 
supervised  conditions.  Places  v/here  food  is  on  sale  are  routinely  inspected 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  shop  keepers  to  be  aware  of  and  see  that  their  staff 
are  aware  of  the  shelf  life  of  food.  Because  something  is  in  a,  tin  it  may 
not  keep  fresh  for  ever! 

But'  what  of  the  Public?  Are  they  a\7are  of  the  dangers  of  preparing  or 
eating  food  vd.thout  first  washing  their  hands?  Gastro  enteric  infections 
<are  due  to  someone's  lack  of  hygiene.  If  the  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  occurs 
as  a result  of  a holiday  abroad,  well,  it  is  "the  foreign  food";  if  it 
occurs  in  England  after  a meal  in  a restaurant  or  hotel  it  is  "food  poison- 
ing", but  if  it  occurs  -“t  home  it  is  "just  a tummy  upset"  - but  the  latter 
may  be  due  to  the  housevd-fe  not  v/ashing  her  hands  after  putting  rubbish  in 
the  dustbin!  How  many  times  do  people  touch  sweets  or  biscuits  v/ith  un- 
washed hcjids?  In  the  last  resort  the  guardians  of  the  Public's  Health  are 
the  Public  and  they  need  to  exercise  much  greater  care.

Of  the  total  births  (73)  seven  were  illegitimato  and  one  died  under  the 
age  of  4 weeks,  giving  n,  death  rcate  of  143  illegitima,te  deaths  per  1,000 
illegitimcate  live  births  (i.e.  1 in  7).  In  all  A babies  died  under  1 year 
of  age,  giving  an  inl'ant  decath  rate  of  55  pen  1,000  live  births.  These  rates 
shov;  ho\7  misleading  small  figures  can  be.  I cam  happy  to  report  there  were  no 
stillbirths  cand  no  materncal  deaths  in  1969.- 

The  death  rate  (10.7)  compares  fcav  our  ably  with  the  national  rate  c-^nd  it 
must  be  remembered  that  Cromer  is  an  area  to  which  people  retire.  Evidently 
people  live  to  enjoy  thcii-  retirement.

Chicken  Pox  is  not 
notifiable  under  the  Public  Hea.lth  (infectious  Diseases)  Amendment  Act  I968 
but  Cromer  has  an  Order  da.ted  1926  ma.de  under  the  Act  of  1889  making  chicken 
pox  notifia.ble  in  the  Urban  area.,  "^’his  Order  is  in  the  process  of  being 
rescinded.

IMMUNISATION  SCHEMA 

Norfolk  County  Council  provide  via.  the  Jhild  Health  Clinics  and  School 
Health  Scrvice''protection  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  tetanus,  small- 
pox and  tuberculosis.  Ceneral  Pra.ctitioners  a.lso  provide  immunisa.tion  and 
vaccina.tion  against  the  first  four  discasos. 

Prima.ry  immunisation  against  v/hooping  cough,  diphtheria,  and  teta.nus  is  com- 
monced  between  4-6  months  of  .ago  and  consists  of  3 injections  (triple  a.ntigen) ; 
tv/o  months  ol.apse  between  the  first  a.nd  second  injections  a.nd  six  months  be- 
tween the  second  a.nd  third  injections.  Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  given 
at  the  same  time  ad  the  triple  antigen,  A booster  dose  of  diphtheria/teta.nus 
a.nd  polimyelitis  va.ccine  is  given  on  School  entry,  a.  further  booster  dose  of 
tota.nus  toxoid  a.nd  poliomyelitis  va.ccine  is  given  at  14-15  yeaj?s  of  a.go  prior 
to  loa.ving  school,  ^n  a,n  area  such  a.s  Norfolk  where  agriculture  has  been  of 
grea.t  importance  it  is  cssentia.l  to  keep  a high  level  of  immunity  to  teta-nus 
- a.  disease  which  can  so  easily  bo  fatal. 
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Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  recormaended  in  the  second  year. 
V/ith  the  speed  of  air  travel  it  is  important  to  have  protection  against 
this  disease. 


Owing  to  shortage  of  vaccine  no  m.ajor  schemes  of  prophylaxis 
against  measles  were  in  operation  in  1969.

Through  tho  School  Health  Service  Norfolk  County  Council  offer 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis  to  all  13  year  old  children.  This 
vaccination  offers  some  protection  against  tuberculosis.  Improved 
living  conditions j better  techniques  of  detection  and  treatment  have 
controlled  the  spread  of  this  condition,  but  there  is  alv/ays  the  danger 
of  the  undetected  case.

CHILD  HEALTH  CLIK^ 

Under  the  Nationa,!  Health  Service  Act,  1946  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  provide  ra  Child  Health  Clinic  at  the  Cromer  Health  Office. 

This  clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday  in  each  month, 
the  Medical  Officer  a,ttending  on  the  first  Thursday,  Periodic 

medical  examinations  ensure  that  tho  normal  developmental  pattern  is 
being  follov/ed.  Any  deviation  from  tlie  noraal  is  referred  to  the 
child’s  general  practitioner  for  further  investigation.  Immunisation 
and  vaccination  programmes  are  carried  out. 

In  conclusion,  I Vvould  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Public 
Health  CoLimittee  for  their  interest;  also  the  Staff  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Local  Health  Office  for  their  help  in 
preparing  this  report.

To  the  Members  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  rry  eighth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1969?  on  matters  affecting  the  well  being  and  p-ublic  health  of  the 
Community  which  we  serve. 

During  the  year  a further  concerted  effort  was  made  to  control  the 
seasonal  catering  premises  within  the  to^-jn  with  respect  to  food  hygiene. 
As  a very  pleasant  season  was  experienced  v/eather  wise,  it  was 
increasingly  noticeable  that  many  of  the  caterers  in  the  town  had 
difficulty  in  retaining  staff.  This  created  the  additional  difficulty 
that  untrained  operatives  were  continually  appearing  in  food  premises. 
Consequently  many  premises  norinally  requiring  a small  number  of  visits 
were  continuously  having  to  be  re-visited.  It  was  felt,  however,  that 
the  improved  standard  vliich  v/as  achieved  was  worth^y  of  the  effort. 

Routine  inspections  \7ere  also  made  of  factories,  shops,  housing 
accommodation,  both  private  and  Local  Authority  owned.  The  Housing 
maintenance  Section  proved  a valuable  asset  with  regard  to  carrying  out 
repairs  and  routine  maintenance  to  Local  Authority  properties  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  section  will  continue  to  flourish  over  a long  enough 
period  for  the  Council  to  reap  the  benefit  of  the  work  it  is  doing  at 
the  present.  Unfortunately  a certain  amount  of  the  time  is  still 
absorbed  repairing  useless  vandalism  but  this  is  a subject  that  is 
being  aired  regularly  now  for  many  years.  It  does  not  require  further 
elaboration. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Cobb,  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  the  Members  of  that  Committee, 
Mr.  Young  and  all  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  help  which  I 
have  received  during  the  year.

COUNCIL  HOUSING: 

During  the  year  the  8 dwellings  coDimenced  during  the  previous  year 
v;ere  completed  and  the  contract  for  a further  13  houses  in  Lynev/ood  Road 
was  let.  The  Council’s  ilrchitectSj,  licssrs,  J.  Owen  Bond  & Son,  Norwich, 
commenced  negotiations  regarding  further  development  on  a site  adjacent 
to  Hov/ards  Hill  and  an  cidditional  piece  of  land  was  acquired  to  enable 
this  site  to  be  developed  more  satisfa,ctorily . It  is  hoped  that  next 
year  construction  work  will  be  commencing  in  this  area. 

The  Council  House  maintenance  V7as  carried  out  entirely  by  direct 
labour  during  the  whole  of  the  year„ 

The  Council  House  painting  prograrmiie  now  being  in  the  fourth  year 
was  completed  with  the  exception  of  houses  in  Connaught  Road  which  were 
subject  to  improvements  being  carried  out  in  the  nea.r  future.  These 
houses  V7ill  be  containod  in  next  year's  painting  programme. 

The  Council  adopted  a policy  during  the  year  of  vetting  allegedly 
sub-standard  flats  prior  to  allocating  the  tenants  Council  Houses. 

As  a result  it  is  hoped  that  over  a perxod  the  general  condition  of 
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flats  in  the  town  will  imx^rove  thus  providing  additional  units  of 
accommodation.  Where  possible ^ owners  arc  being  encouraged  to  take 
advantage  of  improvement  grants.  To  date  the  policy  seems  to  be 
v/orking  satisfactorily.

Referring  to  paragraph  6 of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/68, 
no  Conunon  Lodging  Houses  are  in  existence  within  the  Urban  District.

Further  to  rny  report  of  last  yocir  concerning  the  overloading  of  the 
surface  v\fater  sewer  which  resulted  in  flooding  in  Station  I-Load  and  at 
the  bottom  of  Cliff  Avenue.  Further  surveys  were  carried  out  by  the 
County  Public  Health  Engineer  and  it  is  hoped  that  v/ork  7/ill  be 
commenced  during  the  year  of  1970. 

The  present  means  of  sev/age  treatment,  that  is  the  Settlement  Tanks 
below  the  Promenade,  again  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and 
were  pumped  and  cleaned  out  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  considered 
prudent  to  carry  out  slightly  more  in  the  way  of  maintenance  this  year 
than  has  been  the  case  as  of  late.  All  the  construction  work  was 
done  by  direct  labour. 

STREET  CLI^'ISING- 

A mechanical  street  cleaning  machine  was  purchased  during  the  year. 
Unfortunately  the  long  delivery  date  did  not  oncable  the  full  advantage 
of  the  mo.chino  to  bo  felt  during  the  season.  It  was,  however, 
noticeable  during  the  short  time  of  the  year  operated  that  a much 
higher  standard  of  sweeping  was  achieved  with  the  added  advantage  that, 
with  the  water  jets  fixed,  it  is  possible  to  apply  disinfectant  to  roads 
occasionally. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  operating  the  ir.ac?iine  over  a longer  period, 
not  only  will  the  advantage  of  the  improved  cleanliness  be  felt,  but 
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also  a financial  saving  should  be  effected. 

Negotiations  are  taking  place  v/ith  Shoringham  Urban  District  Council 
in  the  hope  that  they  will  avail  themselves  of  the  service  of  our 
machine  for  a regular  period  each  vreek.  This  v:ould  obviously  have 
advantageous  effects  to  both  Authorities. 

PUBLIC  CLPANSING- 


Refuse  collections  continued  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year 
with  the  use  of  the  Dennis  Paxit  ILl  Refuse  collection  vehicle  all 
through  the  year  and  using  the  small  side  loader  during  the  summer 
months  and  part  time  during  the  v/inter. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  extreme  difficulty  was  experienced  with 
an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  amongst  the  creWj  but  during  the  whole  of 
the  period  satisfactory  service  v^as  maintained. 

Considerable  concern  is  felt  regarding  the  over  increasing  cost  of 
refuse  collection.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  cost  of 
collecting  refuse  from  each  premise  in  the  tovm  is  £A.0s.6d. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  overall  management  of  the  Refuse  Tip  continued  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  Daily  attention  was  given  by  a local  Contractor  to 
the  Tip  and  this  constituted  bull-dozing  the  refuse  over  a working  face 
and  covering  the  surface  with  top  soil.  Unfortunately  the  high  v/inds 
at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  proved  troublesome  again  but  the  nuisance 
created  by  loose  papers  and  plastic  bags  was  cleared  up  as  soon  as  the 
gales  subsided. 


I^ilst  thought  is  still  being  given  to  a Refuse  Disposal  Plant , it 
is  felt  that  during  the  present  economic  crisis,  which  is  being 
nationally  reflected,  it  would  be  more  prudent  to  consider  purchasing  a 
suitable  site  with  a viev/  to  creating  a further  Refuse  Tip.  Emphasis 
must  be  made  at  this  point,  however,  that  should  such  a site  be  acquired 
it  is  most  important  that  careful  preparation  v/ork  be  carried  out  prior 
to  its  being  used  for  tipping  purposes.  Such  preparation  would  more 
than  justify  itself  in  that  additional  tipping  space  would  be  made 
available  and  valuable  covering  materie.l  could  bo  stock  piled  for  use 
during  the  entire  life  of  such  a Tip.  To  date  no  site  has  been 
earmarked  but  investigations  are  still  proceeding. 

PUBLIC  CONVEinEN^^^ 

All  the  public  conveniences  in  the  tovm  vmre  re-decorated  in 
readiness  for  the  19^9  Season.  This,  together  with  regular  maintenance 
and  the  vigilance  of  the  regular  attendants,  proved  a very  successful 
policy  which  was  reflected  in  the  fact  that  complaints  regarding 
public  conveniences  during  the  year  were  minir.ial. 
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INSPECTION  OF  IvlEAT  AND  OITIER  FOODS 

As  mentioned  olsehv/ere  in  this  Report^  an  emphasis  was  made  during 
the  year  on  carrying  out  inspections  of  food  promises.  Routine 
inspections  also  included  visits  to  various  shops  and  wholesale 
warehouses  in  the  district.  As  a result  4-0  certificates  v/cro  issued 
for  various  types  of  food  during  the  year.  It  is  still  the  Council’s 
policy  to  make  a charge  of  2/-  for  each  certificate  issued  and  whilst 
it  dous  discourage  the  mis-use  of  these  certificates,  it  is  possible  that 
occasionally  goods  of  a value  less  than  2/-  vrill  be  offered  for  sale  when 
the  suitability  of  the  food  for  human  consumption  is  questionable.  It 
is  only  v/hen  there  are  several  cans  or  receptacles  from  the  same 
manufacturer  that  it  is  worth  v;hilo  for  shopkeepers  or  wholesalers  to  pay 
the  surrender  certificate  fee. 

FOOD  Ai^D  DRUGS  ACT  9^ 

Inspections  wore  carried  out  during  the  year  arid  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  institute  proceedings  aga,inst  any  caterer'  in  the  town. 

The  general  standard  is  still  improving  and  v/ith  the  continued  vigilance 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  it  is  hoped  this  improvement  v/ill  continue.

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Y/ATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  has  tv/o  sources  of  supply ^ viz:- 

(a)  At  Metton,  with  a potential  yield  of  72,000  gallons  per  hour 
on  a 16  hour  day,  and 

(b)  At  Roughton  Hoad,  with  a potential  yield  of  12,000  gallons  per 
hour  on  a 16  hour  day. 

The  East  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  River  Authority  licensed  the  two 
stations  under  the  Water  Resources  Act^  1963,  to  abstract  240,000,000 
gallons,  and  15,000,000  gallons  per  yeex  from  sources  (a)  and  (b) 
respectively. 

The  Roughton  Hoad  Station  was  operated  during  the  suru.ier  months 
only.  Deraands  on  the  supply  in  the  summer  keep  on  increasing  year  by 
year  and  in  1969  it  v/as  found  necessary  to  pu.up  water  during  peak 
electricity  times. 

In  the  Metton  Station  it  was  found  that  No.  1 Borehole  pump  v/as 
gradually  losing  efficiency,  measured  in  November,  196?,  as  a 6%  drop. 

Now  this  deficiency  has  just  been  rectified  by  the  withdrawing, 
cleaning,  overhauling  and  re-assembling  of  this  pump  in  May,  1970. 

V/ear  and  tear  damage  v/as  slight  considering  the  pump  had  had  7 years 
continuous  service  without  overhaul. 

The  staffing  of  both  Stations  was  very  satisfactory.  Repairs  to 
the  Metton  pumphouse  are  still  outstanding,  otherwise  both  Stations  had 
satisfactory  working  during  the  year. 

I regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  Y/ater  Deprartment  did  not 
escape  the  attention  of  the  vandals,  who  put  the  s.afety  of  the 
Aylmerton  Ymter  Tower  in  danger  by  stealing  the  copper  lightning  conductors 
attached  to  tv/o  sides  of  the  Tower  These  were  rejjlaced  with  aluminium 
conductors  at  a cost  of  about  £180. 

Mr,  C.G-.  Swann,  the  Council's  Y/ater  Inspector  for  the  previous 
30  years,  retired  in  October,  1969,  his  successor  being  Mr.  Dennis  Green, 
formerly  the  plumber  in  the  department .

Treatment  of  the  borehole  v^rater  jproduced  from  the  chalk  strata 
consists  of  Chlorination  and  ’Calgon’  Threshold  Treatment.  The  vvater 
is  not  liable  to  any  plumbo- solvent  action.  Sixteen  samples  were  sent 
during  the  year  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Norwich  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  the  results  vrere  very  satisfactory 
in  every  case.  Chemical  analysis  of  both  sources  of  water  were  also 
undertaken  in  July,  196?,  and  the  details  were  given  in  a previous 
Annual  Report.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  a further  chemical 
analysis  to  be  obtained  soon. 

There  is  a piped  supply  amounting  to  32-^  miles  of  v/ater  mains 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Cromer  Water  District,  which  includes 
the  parishes  of  Runton  and  Overstrand,  and  parts  of  the  parishes  of 
Aylmerton,  Felbrigg,  Northrepps  a.nd  Roughton.  Arrangements  were  made 
with  Erpingham  R.D.C.  to  afford  a bulk  v\rater  supply  to  Side  strand. 

Normal  maintenanco  was  carried  out  to  the  system  by  the  Department, 
and  the  principal  extensions  to  the  mains  were  made  in  the  various  new 
housing  estates.  New  Water  Agreements  v/ero  entered  into  in  respect  of 
Daniel  T,  Jackson  Ltd.  for  Allotments  Housing  Development  in  Roughton 
Road  (140  yards  of  main)  and  H.  Bullen  & Son  Ltd.  for  Over strand  Road 
Development  (adjacent  to  Cricket  Field)  (60  yards  of  main). 

It  v/as  therefore  a very  busy  year  with  regard  to  the  laying  of  new 
mains,  tappings,  and  services  to  now  properties.
